Thousands of acres of spring 
wheat, particularly in the districts 
south of Vulcan, have been found *o 
have nothing but chaff in the heads, 
and many farmers have been of the 
opinion that some sort of a blight 
had struck their crops. This condition 
has been particularly noticeable in the 
Barons and Carmangay districts, but 
there are hlso many fields in this dis¬ 
trict that will hardly be worth har¬ 
vesting. 

A statement explaining this crop 
condition was issued at Lethbridge on 
Saturday by G. B. Sanford, .who has 
charge of the Dominion laboratory 
of plant pathology at Edmonton. Af¬ 
ter examining many fields in the 
south, Mr. Sanford gave assurance 
that this was not a disease and issued 
the following statement: 

“I have seen no signs of rust or any 
other disease of the plant that could 
cause such a condition. My interpreta¬ 
tion is this: We have had a very un¬ 
usual season with regard to moisture, 
the time at which it came and the 
temperature conditions. In general 
the situation favored the development 
of a relatively poor primary roof sys¬

deeply by the basin-listing that they 
did not hatch. Control of soil drifting 
is also ciie of the favorable features 
of this increasingly popular method of 
working land. 

Moisture tests made in several dif¬ 
ferent parts of the district last month 
showed that the average depth of 
moisture on land which had been 
worked in the ordinary way was 34 
inches. In adjacent fields which had 
been basin-listed the augur was still 
bringing up moist earth at a depth of 
63 inches. On the ffitsin-listed stub¬ 
ble land at Mr. Holden’s farm mois¬ 
ture was still present in the soil at a 
depth of-63 inches but in an adjoin¬ 
ing Stubblefield which had not been 
basin-listed the moisture was only 12 
inches deep. Even to the most skep¬ 
tical farmer, this is indisputable proof 
of the vnlur of basin-listing in con¬ 
serving moisture. 

Mr. Holden will basin-list 500 acres 
if land this fall. He will be very pleas¬ 
ed to show anyone who cares to visit 
his farm the advantages of basin-list¬ 
ing, believing this is one way of beat¬ 
ing the id^summer drought.

That will pro¬ 
vide an element of expense, to be added to the high scale 
of wages under which his employees work, and would ac¬ 
count to‘ some degree, for the relatively exorbitant cost of 
repairs. 

While the farmer’s complaint is o&viously justified, only 
time will prove whether the government’s entrance into the 
distribution field will result in any lowered cost or in sat¬ 
isfactory service. Will the distribution stations at Edmon¬ 
ton, Red Deer, Calgary and Lethbridge carry a sufficient 
variety of every make of parts for dependable service? It 
is doubtful.if the government could purchase these parts 
from companies that already have accredited agents in ev¬ 
ery town,

The time element seems to be a detrimental factor in 
this entry into the world of private business. It is under¬ 
stood that the farmer needing repairs, will either have to 
travel to one of the distributing centres, or write giving full 
description of parts required. The Board then~5ubmits 
prices to the farmer. The farmer then confirms the order 
and accompanies the order with price cheque oi^lse has it 
sent C.O.D. It is strictly a cash-deal. The dela^li getting 
a machine restored to action in the rush of harvest, 
might be important and costly. 

As a rule, the'farmer is able to do his own servicing, but 
there are occasions wherf he must have expert assistance. 
What is that going to cost him, and will the distributing 
centres be prepared with first class mechanics? 

It is well known that there are instances when the far- 
ner is vague about* the year the binder was made, and of¬ 
ten doubtful in other respects of the exact description of 
parts. This necessitates direct consultation with the deal¬ 
er in order to get satisfaction. 

It has been admitted by speakers on behalf of the gov¬ 
ernment project, that it is not the dealers who are respon¬ 
sible for high prices. It is obvious that the dealer would be 
the happiest of men if he could furnish lower priced parts 
to his farmer customer thus establishing better relations. 
His busines is conducted to some degree on credit, a token 
of trust that the government does not share. He furnishes, 
parts which must give satisfaction or he loses business. His 
livelihood depends on his dealings with his customers, 
therefore he must serve them to the best of his ability. 

Laying aside the fact that the government by this en¬ 
trance into private business is cutting into the means of 
subsistence of hundreds of tax-paying citizens of the prov- 
nce, laying aside also the fact that machine agents form, 
an important part of a town’s buying element, thus helping 
the adjacent countryside, there is the grave doubt that the 
farmer will be served any more cheaply through the gov¬ 
ernment sale of jobber parts. The cash element is import - 
int; the delay in getting the repairs is most important of 
all. And there is also the dubious chances of servicing if 
servicing should be necessary.

It is undeniable that in providing secondary education 
at small cost, the rural countryside is merely furnishing 
an avenue of escape for many of its bright young people 
front ..farm and small town. Under more ideal conditions, 
education should be pursued mainly l6r its mental train¬ 
ing, the broadening of outlook'and cultural value. Bdt in 
a new- young country everything must have a utilitarian 
purpose, and the high schools continue to function for the 
purpose of advancing children to university, normal school 
and professional occupations. This process goes on year 
after year, a steady drift away from the farmsj And there 
are not enough outlets in Canada, to justify the extent of 
the movement. « 

It would seem that one cure for this large scale farm 
depletion, would be to make rural life more attractive and 
more worth living. Under certain conditions farming could 
offer great advantages Dver almost all other occupations. 
But there has never been any effort of an effective nature 
to create and ma ntain these conditions. 

National legislators have sat unmoved by this funda¬ 
mental factor in our social and economic life. If farm 
standards of living; and the price of famrjfroducts are not 
made comparable with industrial standards and price of 
industrial products, the drift from farm life will 'dkntinuc,' 
to the embarrassment of industrial and professional life. 
The best ability is needed for successful farming just as 
much as in any other occupation, out when wage scales 
and financial returns are much more promising elsewhere, 
what has the fdrm to offer in comparison? It is incredible 
that governments do not address themselves more seriously 
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the provincial

Suicides. Motor Vehicle Acci¬

The Canadian Bureau of Vital 
Statistics issues the following infor¬ 
mation respecting fatalities from oth¬ 
er than natural causes. 

Deaths from motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents in Canada during 1938 number¬ 
ed 1,545 as against 1,633 in 1937 and 
1,316 in 1936. The death rate from 
this cause was 13.8 per 100,000 popu¬ 
lation as compared with J4.7 in 1937 
and 11.9 in 1936. Over the period 
1926-38 the highest death rate from 
motor vehicle accident was 14.7 in
